questions in Hongkong could not be looked 
upon in the same view. Therefore it is must 
important that the Hritish caminunily in Hong- 
kong should be given every opportunity of 
expressing their opinions before-any actual 
legislation was carried out. It may be urged 
that it is premature to bring forward such a 
‘resolution’ more: especially as we understand, 
that the opposition is making every endeavour 
to force the issue ppon the Government. The 
Fiscal Question may form quite one of the 


most important planks in the new political |, 


platform, and it is very important that we should 
express our views upon the question. The
